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GOVERNMENT LOSS TREMENDOUS 


Carter, Greene and Gaynor Hach Re 
eeived One-Third of the Dissi- 
pated Funds—Expert Ha: 
aminer Johnsen Makes 
His Report, 


The Constitution presents this morning 
the additional evidenee in the Oberlin 
M. Carter case and the latest facts found 
that eonneet indisputably with the et- 
gantic swindle B. D, Greene and John F. 
Gaynor, the contractors indicted in Sa- 
vannah and who have since found refuge 
in the decisian ef a New York judge. 

The tremendous import of the new ev!i- 
dence may be slightly estimated when 
it la stated that there fs now tn progress 
in congress a bill the result of which, 
if passed, would be to put Greene and 
Gaynor within the pale of the proceed- 
ings instituted against them in Savan- 
nah. 

The additional evidence in the case of 
Carter, who is now serving his sentence, 
is the statement of his father-in-law, 
Mr. Westcott, now made public for the 
first time. Mr. Westcott says positively 
he never gave one cent of money to Car- 
tar. | 

The new evidence in the Greene and 
Gaynor case is the result of the splend{d 
work of the expert bank examiner and 
accountant, Edward I. Johnson, who was 
detailed by Attorney General Griggs to 
assist United States District Attorney Er- 
win in developing thé extent of the frauds 
charged to have been perpetrated upon 
the government by Oberlin M. Carter, 
captain of engineers, in charge of the 
government river and harbor improve- 
ments In Georgia. Mr. Johnson made his 
report to the United States attorney, 
Kiving 'n full detail the facts brought 
out by the investigation carried on by 
him. 

The evidence thus brought out since the 
court martial trial of Captain Carter 
shows beyond a doubt the correctness cf 
the conclusions reached in that case. 

The following extracts taken from the 
compilation of evidence submitted by the 
expert, indicating that the profits of the 
government contracts, after payment of 
expenses of the work and salaries of 
12,00 to the younger Gaynors, were di- 
Vided between the three principal con- 
spirators n thirds, are most significant: 


One-Third Each—Gaynor, Greene, 
Carter. 

FEBRUARY 10, 189%—Carter issued 
disbursing checks to the contractors, 
whick were deposited by them, for 
$48,000.

DECEMBER 4, 1893—Carter issued 
disbursing checks to the contractors, 
Which were deposited by them, for 
$3,075, of which one-third, less $75 al- 
lowed for Carter’s expenses to New 
York, is withdrawn by them, and on 
the same day Carter invests $21,000 in 
Securities. 

JANUARY §&, 1804~-Carter issued dis- 
bursing check to the contractors, which 
Was deposited by them, for $49,675, of 
Which one-third, less $75 allowed for 
Carter's expenses to New’ York, -is 
Withdrawn by them, and on the same 
day Carter invests $16,500 in securi- 
ties, 

FEBRUARY 5, 1894—Carter issued 
disbursing check to the contractors, 
Which was deposited by them, for 
$4,000, of which one-third was with- 
drawn in cash by them, and on the 
Same day (arter invests $18,000 in se- 
Curitics.

P’rankfort, Ky.. April 29.—Governor W. 
S. Taylor bas returned here from Wash- 
ington and spént Sunday at the executive 
mansion.

The presence of Governor Taylor, how- 
ever, was known to the local officers and

BECKHAM’S ANSWER IS READY. 


Attorney Has His Brief in Shape To 
Submit to the Court. 
Washington, April 29.—Lewis McQuown, 
attornay for Governor J. Cc. W. Beckham, 
has prepared and will file his brief to- 
morrow in the supreme court of the 
United States in the case involving the 
title to the governorship of Kentucky. 
On the motion to dismiss, for want of 
jurisdiction in the supreme court, it Is 
contended that the provisions of the 
constituion and statutes of Kentucky, 
governing the trial of contested 
tions tor governor, afford ‘‘due process 
of law’’ within the meening of the four- 
teenth amendment to the constitution of 
the United States. As to the sufficiency 
of the statute, it is said:

“It will- be perceived that by the pro- |

visions of the Kentucky statute 
of the contest, specifying the grounds, 
must be given within thirty days after 


the action of the canvassing board: the | 


members of the board must be selected, 
by lot, and sworn to try the contest: the 
board is required to assign a day for 
hearing the contest, and may adjourn 
from day to day; it has power to compel 
the attendance of witnesses and to swear 
them; it may cempel the production of 
papers and records; six members may 
render a decision, which must be re- 
ported to both houses of the general 
assembly, 
the contest. 

“Thus it will be seen that a hearing, 
after reasonable notice, ts provided: and 
this is all due process of law means. It 


(is not necessary that the process should 


isssue from a court, or that the hearing 
should be by a judicial officer. Neither 
is it necessary that there should be a 
trial by jury.” 

The supreme court of the United States 
in lowa Central Railway Company ys. 
Iowa, 160 United States 332, is quoted to 
sustain this point, as follows: 


“It is clear that the fourteenth amend- 
ment in no way undertakes to contro! 
the power of a state to determine by 
what process legal rights may be asa- 
serted, or legal obligations he enforced, 
provide the method of procedure adopt- 
ed for thesé purposes gives reasonable 
notice, and affords a fair opportunity to 
be heard. before the issues are decided.”’ 


The provisions of the constitutions and 
statutes of Arkansas, Delaware, Florid«, 
Georgia, Illinois, Indiana, lowa, Kansas, 
Mississsippi, Missouri, North Carolina, 
Oregon, Pennsylvania, Tennnessee, Vir- 
ginia and West Virginia, it is contended, 
are substantially the same as the Ken- 
tucky constitution and statutes regulat- 
ing the procedure on the trial of a con- 
tested election for governor, 
said that if the objection be sustained 
in this case the corresponding provisions 
in the states referred to are likewise 
invalid.

Inasmuch as the case is set down for 
hearing on the motion to dismiss and also 
on the merits, the other questions are 
also discussed. 

It is said that the jurisdiction of the 
general assembly is exclusive and its judg- 
ment is conclusive; that no other tribunal 
or court, under any form of proceeding or 
in any mode, has jurisdiction to deter- 
mine the question involved in this contest, 
or to review the action of the legislature. 

‘‘Upon the ground of public policy the 
lawmakers have invested the general as- 
sembly with this plenary and final juris- 
diction for the determinafion of these 
contests. No provisions are made for an 
appeal or review by the judicial tribunals, 
because it was not intended that they 
should have jurisdiction over the con- 
test.”’ 

The Kentucky cases of Bateman against 
Megowan and Stine vs. Berry, % Ken- 
tucky 63, together with Baxter vs. Brooks, 
°9 Arkansas 182, and numerous Ohio cases 
are cited in support of this proposition. 

In reference to the contention of Tay- 
lor’s counsel that the determination of the 
contest by the board and the general as- 
sembly was the result of a fraudulent 
conspiracy on the part of the members of 
the legislature, it is maintained that the 
journals of that body, showing its ac- 
tion, cannot be impeached for fraud or 
mistake and that they import absolute 
verity. 

“The rule,” {t is said, “rests upon the 
ground that the legal effect of the record 
of the general assembly, solemniy made 
in pursuance to the mandate of the con- 
stitution, cannot be denied or destroyed 
by judicia} action. The rule applies 
whether the action of the general assem- 
bly is assailed in the passage of a law or 
the performance of any other duty im- 
posed by the constitution.”’

The promenaders forgot thelr Sunday 
attire and covered themselves with dirt 
and grime in tearing away the rubbish 
with their hands. Wooden beams and 
poles were brought from the half-finished 
buildings near by and were used as levers 
to raise the fallen mass. 

Six Corpses Found. 

The victims first discovered were most- 
ly only the injured, the dead being found 
later beneath the center of the structure.

‘British Commander Is Being 


Roundly Abused, 


IS GWEN LOTS OF ADVICE 


London Wants That Advance on Pretoria 
Started at Once, 


SOLDIERS SEEM TO PREFER A REST

News from the Front Is So Meager 
That the London Papers Find 
Space To Tell General 
Roberts What He 
Should Do. 


London, April 30.—5 a. m.—The only dis- 
patch from Lord Rveberts publishel yes- 
terday was the usual list of deaths and 
sickness. The flood of newspaper dls- 
patches today describing the recent 
operations throws no light whatever upon 
the present position of affairs or upon the 
great question as to when the main ad- 
vance is to begin. The Standards an- 
nouncement that General French's cav- 
alry is returning to Bloemfontein is clear 
proof that there is no further hcpe of 
catching the retreating Jocrs, and the 
London papers are beginning to display 
impatience at the practical failure of the 
elaborate operations of last week. The 
Standard says: 

‘It is disheartening to find that these 
elaborate maneuvers have had so small a 
result.’’ 

The Daily Chronicle remarks: 

“Weare reluctant to criticise Lord 
Roberts, but it is impossible to shut our 
eyes to the fact that during the last ten 
diuys we have gained very little from our 
enormous display of forve.” 

Without doubt, these operations have 
been of a very exhausting nature, and 
will entail further delay. The Bloemfon- 
tein corresponcent of The Times, writing 
on March 3d, after the Paardeberg affair, 
describes Lord Roberts’s army as a 
““‘wreck,’’ because jt was without horses 
and without trartsport. The Bloemfontein 
correspondent of The Post speaks now 
of the ursent need at present, and always 
of more horses. 

There is very little news from other 
quarters. 

The Daily Mail publishes a statement 
from Colonel Long, who was blamed for 
the loss of guns at Colenso, that in ad- 
vancing the guns as he did he merely 
obeyed orders, and that the staff was 
quite ignorant of the proximity of the 
Boer positions. 

The sudden decision of the Boer peace 
delegation to go to America {ts attributed 
to the fact that the government of the 
Netherlands, after sounding all the Euro- 
pean capitals, told them they had nothing 
to hope from Europe. 

Colonel Dalgety’s force at Wepener num- 
bered 1,700. His losses during the siege 
was thirty killed and 149 wounded. It 
is reported that there was an artillery 
engagement yesterday at Karee siding, 
but no details have been received. 

The Morning Post’s Bloemfontein corre- 
epondent, in a dispatch dated Saturday, 
protests against Mr. Wyndham’s reply in 
the house of commons, which undertook 
to disconnect the delay in Lord Roberts's 
advance from the lack of horses. We Says: 

“On the contrary, the necessity for « 
large and ever-increasing supply of re- 
mounts cannot be too urgently Insisted 
on. The sacrifice of horse flesh in the 
past is as nothing when compared with 
the possibilities of the future. The area 
across which a cavalry screen must be 
thrown will necessitate an immense strain 
and the consequent gaps must be filled 
4s soon as they occur, 

“For another month the grass will be 
worth next to nothing, and the continn- 
ous feeaing of horses on nitrogenous mat- 
ter is certain to cause Jaminitis and kin-~- 
dred diseases arising from hot blood. The 
Sixth, Seventh, Ninth and Eleventh di- 
visions will participate probably in the 
direct advance. The transport of the Sixth 
division will be utilized to provide for the 
mounted infantry, but the transport of 
the Third division will probably supply 
its place. There are rumors that the ad- 
vance will be made in many columns, but 
I do not anticipate much subdivision.”’

“From a Boer official in the comm|ssa- 
riat I have obtained some interesting de- 
tails. The Boers had in Becember 60,000 
men. In Mach they had barely 26,00U, 
having lost 8,000 in killed or wounded, and 
6,500 in captured.

DRIVING BOERS IS HARD WORK. 


British Encounter Enemy in the 
Mountain Paths. 

London, April 30.—The Bloemfontein 
correspondent of Th Standard, telegraph- 
ing Sunday, says: 

“The Boers have taken every advant- 
age of the mountginous nature of the 
country which marks the line of their re- 
treat to Ladybrand. The task of driving 
them is.difficult and it is doubtful whethe- 
they can be reduced to submission in a 
district so favorable to their tactics. 

“IT have visited a British outpost, the 
one nearest Brandfort. The Boers show 
the deepest anxiety to learn the probable 
line of our advance, and they declare 
that they will not fire a shot from Brand- 
fort, as they wish to save the town from 
bombardment, 

“The enemy are intrenched on the litte 
hills southeast of Brandfort, but they are 
not likely to make any serious stand un- 
til we reach Kroonstad.”’ 

Boers Will Fight at Kroonstad. 

London, April 2v.—The Blocemtontein cor- 
respondent cf The Daiiy Chronicle, tele- 
graphing Saturday, says: 

“A cavalry reecnnodisance twenty-five 
miles northeast encountered 490 Boers. 
The British drove them out of a kopje 
north of Karee. Our ouiposts are still 
harrasse-] by moving commandoes, In an 
outpost affair on Thursday several Boers 
were killed. The enemy will certainly 
make a stand at Kroonmstad, where they 
have constructed miles of trenches.”’ 


Boers Hold the Hills. 


Thabanchu, Apri] 24.—General 
sent the Third and Fourth cavalry brig- 
ades on separate reconndisances around 
the hills cast of the town.

BRYAN'S DEFEAT 


Populist Leader Declares the Nebras- 
kan Cannot Win. 


HIS PARTY IS RESPONSIBLE 


Asserts Two Millions of His Follew- 
ers Have Deserted Democrats. 


SAYS  M'KINLEY WILL SUCCEED 


Man Who Will Be Given Nomination 
Gives the Democrats Some 
Advice. 


Philadelphia, April 29.—Interest has been 
aroused in the approaching populist 
national convention, which will be held 
in Cincinnati May 9th, owing to the pos- 
sibility of that party turning its back on 
W. J. Bryan. According to Wharton 
Barker, of this olty, who has received the 
indorsement of some of the populist state 
conventions for president, there will be 
between 800 and 1,000 delegates to the con- 
vention, the majority coming from the 
south, west and central west. 

Asked as to the effect of his nomination 
for the presidency by the populists on Mr, 
Bryan’s candidacy, Mr. Barker said: 

“There cannot longer be a doubt in the 
mind of anyone who considers the situa- 
tion that at least 1,500,000 to 2,000,000 pop- 
ulist votes cast for Mr. Bryan in 1896 will 
this year be lost to him and cast for the 
presidential candidate of the people's 
party. That the democratic leaders know 
this fact is made clear by the course of 
Hill, Pattison, Gorman and their asso- 
clates. The democrats will probably give 
the nomination to some one else, and thus 
invite the gold democrats back into the 
fold.”’ ‘ .* 

Mr. Barker scouted the idea of a strong 
opposition to President McKinley at the 
republican convention in this city. He 
asserted ‘that the president’s friends con- 
trol the machinery of the party and that 
he would. be renominated. 

Mr. Barker says he thinks the populists 
have a fighting chance to win the presti- 
dential fight. With McKinley, Bryan and 
Barker as the candidates, he believes the 
former will win, but with Bryan not in 
the race McKinley's prospects would be 
less bright. 

“I think,” said Mr. Barker, “‘Bryan is 


the man the republicans would like nom- 
inated,”’

Chinaman. 


ELABORATE EXERCISES HELD 


Crowd Disappointed by Hour of the 
Funeral Being Changed from 
Afternoon to Mdrning.

Lung Few, 


died at the Grady hosfdtal last Tuesday, | 


was laid to rest at Westview cemetery 


yesterday at noon. 

Last ‘Thursday it was announced that 
Lung Few’s funeral would take place 
Sunday afternoon, and immediately the 
liveliest interest was manifested py those 
who had never witnessed a_ celestial 
burial, ow!ng to the unusual character of 
the eéremchies. The authcrities of West- 
view cemetery feared that the crowd 
would be eo large as to cause disorder, 
and Barclay & Brandon, who had charge 
of the funeral, were asked to change the 
hour of the interment, and to Keep the 
fact a secret. In this way the crowd that 
visited the cemetery yesterday afternoon 
reached it too late, the funeral taking 
place while the majority of Atlantians 
were at church. 

Two services were held—the first at 
Barclay & Brandon’s and the second at 
the grave. 

The Chinese relatives and friends of the 
deceased lad charge of the first cere 
monies, and conducted them according to 
oriental custems. After the funeral party, 
consisting of some forty friends of the 
departed, dressed in their state clothes, 
had arrived at the undertaking establish- 
ment, eight nephews and cousins of Lung 
Few placed around the casket a quantily 
of food, consisting of ccoked chickens, 
hams, pork and rice. Then bunches of 
punk sticks were burned and the mourn- 
ers bowed solemnly nine times around the 
casket, chanting weird refraiis. 

Then the procession to the cemetery 
was formed. The hearse was drawn by 
four milk-white horses, and there wera 
nine carriages following it. Seated. by 
the driver was a celestial, who scattered 
paper along the route. This paper con- 
sisted of thin strips, each containing nine 
holes.’ The dropping of paper is a pre~ 
cautionary measure at all Chinese funer- 
als, it being believed that ,the devil has 
to crawl through each of the holes of all 
the strips before he can gain access to 
the soul of tne departed, 

At the grave punk sticks were placed 
in the ground and lighted. Rev. A. C. 
Ward, pastor of the Temple Baptist 
church, of which Lung Few was a mem- 
ber, then conducted the services. Only a 
few outsiders saw the interment,

Here’s one trat was told by a battle- 
scarred hero who served through the four 
years’ struggle and came out none the 
worse for wear save a siight shortening 
of his right arrn: 

“Why is one of my arms shorter than 
it ought to be? Well, the story is a long 
one, but inasmuch as you have touched 
on a tender subject, l'll wet even by gvuing 
into all the details. At Gettysburg I 
Was wounded by a shell that tore off 
several inches of flesh and shattered the 
bone badly. I was sent to the hvuspital, 
and the doctors informed me in their very 
pleasantest fashion that I would have to 
spend the balance of my days minus an 
arm if I wished to remain in this vale of 
tears my alotted time... Naturally I id 
not relish this news; neither did I like 
the idea of being rushed into the great 
beyond at the youthful age of thirty. So 
I kicked. 

“Now, it was common talk among the 
inen in the ranks that the young surgeons 
would a little rather cut off a man’s arm 
than not, just for the experience it gave 
them. In some cases I think this was 
true, but of course the story was grossly 
overdrawn. In the present case I was 
firmly convinced that the young doctor 
who had beén assigned to my case had 
never cut off an arm, and was just jtch- 
ing for the experience. I used all my 


powers of persuasion; told him that he 4 


was surely mistaken; that I had seen 
men in much worse fix who had pulled 
through. It was all in vain; the young 
fellow saij tFe’d sawed off a cartlicad of 
arms from men net half as badly hurt 
as I was, and that in every case it had 
been necessary. 

“Well, 1 decided that argument ang per- 
suasion was out of the question, s» I 
took arother tack. I tried flattery, but 
failed. Firally I had about resigned my- 
self to spend the balance of my days eat- 
ing my food with one hand, when it oc- 
curred to me that joking might help the 
case.

"See here, doctor, I'm a young man, 
and a widower.

Washington, April 29.—(Special.)—The 
action of the house of representatives in 
striking from the postoffice appropria- 
tion bill provision for pneumatic tube 
service does not necessarily mean that 
this service is to be killed in the cities 
where it already exists, or that its ex- 
tension to Atlanta, among other cities, 
is to be prevented. Mr. Moody, of Mas- 
sachusetts, who got some notoriety out 
of his semf-sensational attacks upon the 
methods of the promoters of that valua- 
ble service, did not say much after all, 
and although a majority of the mem- 
bers of the house agreed to the motion to 
strike out the provision, there seems to 
be a disposition on the part of a good 
many of them to feel that they allowed 
themselves to be carried away when the 
facts did not warrant it. 

About the only thing that Mr. Moody 
said was that a former member of the 
house who was a member of the commit- 
tee on appropriations during his service 
was one of the pneumatic tube contrac- 
tors. It is understood that he meant Mr. 
Belden, of New York. Mr. Belden is not 
now a member of congress and during his 
service was not a member of the post- 
office committee which makes up the 
postoffice appropriation bill. The effort 
to make a sensation of the fact that a 
former assistant postmaster general had, 
after leaving office, gone to work for 
the pneumatic tube company seems to 
have fallen very flat, as members fail to 
see how Mr. Neilson, who is the man 
criticised, could be blamed for accept-~ 
ing such a position or how it can have 
any possible effect upon the question 
of the merit of the system. 

The Senate’s Probable Action. 

Mr. Moody is an eloquent young man, 
and he succeeded in frightening some 
people by his pneumatic bugaboo. It is 
altogether likely, however, that the sen- 
ate. wuich is not hysterical, will put back 
into the bill not only the proposition for 
the continuance of the service where it 
is already established, but for the ex- 
tension as well. The commercial organ- 
izations of New York and the other cities 
where the system is now a splendid suc- 
cess are protesting strongly against its 
removal, and similar protests are coming 
from other cities which get the benefit 
of the saving of time in the transit of 
the mails between the depots in Boston 
and through New York. The facts which 
they are able to present are such as 
are calculated to appeal to the business 
sense of senators. 

There is very little likelihood of the 
senate’s consenting to the death of the 
pneumatic system in those cities where 
it has beensso successfully operated, and 
it is hardly likely, also, that the repre- 
sentatives of the west and the south will 
consent to a continuance of the service in 
New York, Boston and Philadelphia un- 
less it is extended. 

The representatives of the cities have 
been particularly liberal in this senereet 
in the matter of the extension of rural 
mail deliverv. so as to give additional pong 
facilities to the people in the country. ene 
postoffice bill carries an increase of $1,400,- 
000 over any previous appropriation for 
this purpose.

YOUNG BUNN ACCIDENTALLY

In discussing the result of the com- 
petition in Fulton county for The 
Constitution’s library prize, we refer- 
red to the great local interest which 
Was created thereby. 

It is the misfortune of the public 
school system of Georgia that while 
embracing all the people, it does not 
command their personal support or en- 
couragemeéent. There is a state school | 
commissioner located in Atlanta, who 
has to deal in turn with local commis- | 
sioners in each county, and through | 
this means an indifferent relation is 
established here and there with boards 
of education of more or less efficiency. 
A school is established in some neigh- 
borhood where a teacher happens to 
live, and but little attention is paid to 
the distribution of po®ulation. All 
these officers do the best they can un- | 
der the circumstances, but since the 
movement is from the top downward, 
instead of from the bottom upward, the 
element of growth and development is 
lacking, 

State School Commissioner Glenn 
has already hinted at the only plan by 
which the public school system can be 
made aggressive and thriving, and that 
is by an appeal to local resources. The 
weight of the system should not fall 
upon the state, but upon the county, 
which, through local pride and enter- 
prise, would be moved to eclipse rivals 
in educational facilities. In the states | 

iwherein the system is at its best, this 
is the plan pursued, and through it the | 
question of good schools has been made | 
a live one in the homes of the people, 
As it is there is, in many counties, a | 
condition of paralysis, brought about | 
by waiting upon what is done in At- | 
lanta. 

The schoolhouse is distinctly a local 
problem, which should be an indication 
of the thrift and intelligence of each 
community. Those counties in Georgia 
which now possess good systems are 
the ones in which, Dy one means or an- 
other, the enthusiasm of the people has 
been aroused. In such counties the 
meeting of the schoolboard is an im- 
portant public matter. Before closing 
this subject it might be as well to say 
that in the government of ‘our schools 
the women—certainly those of them 
who. pay tax and are mothers of pupils 
—should have a voice, The mere empty 
courtesy of honorary visitors amounts 
to nothing. The schools should be un- 
der local control, subject to the impulse 
of local pride and ambition, the com- 
missioners and members of boards of 
education should be elective, and in 
such elections women should have the 
ballot with which to show her interest | 
in a subject which is both dear :*.d | 
near to her. Even in Europe this phase | 
of female participation has long been |

Every man with 
sense enough to get money together is 
supposed to have knowledge of the fact 
that current taxes are due in every 


country upon all manner of property. 


| He knows, also, that the lapse of cer- 


tain terms of years forfeits to the act- 
ual holder whatever original title an- 


other may have held. Yet, in face of all 


this, a man can fish up a yellow-stained 


deeq a century old out of an old trunk 


and without one question as to records, 
tax receipts or adverse possession. can 
sell it at once to some waiting capital- 
ist, who, in turn, will allow a score of 
years to pass without making inquiry 
about it.

Piling Up Expenses. 

There is considerable discussion of 
@ growing tendency to take up collec- 
tions for various purposes in the public 
schools. 

It is important that “unofficial” ex- 
penses should not be permitted to grow 
up to equal tuition charges, and espe- 
cially when it is known that the bur- 
den falls heavily upon the poor, who 
are not willing that their children 
should be marked out by their room- 
mates as not being able to meet the 
requirements. In the effort to obtain 
certain furnishings and accessories not 
provided by the city, an appeal is Made 
to the children, whereas it would be 
better to make it to the friends of each 
school direct. 

Another feature has tagged itself on 
to the system, however, which should 
be stopped before it grows into an 
abuse. The promoters of certa?n shows 
and amusements have lately made it 
convenient to secure the advertisement 
which announcement in the public 
schools give, and thus an entertainment 
is made to appear as for the benefit of 
the school for which so-called “special” 
rates are made. lecturers, magic lan- 
tern men and curio exhibitors catch on 
to the scheme and make the most of it. 

Such things grow if permitted to 
stand, until custom will become law. 
There must always be a large number 
of children whose parents cannot af- 
ford extra expenses, and even in cases 
where they can afford it they should 
be saved from the importunities of peo- 
ple who seek to “work” the schools for 
the money which they think is in them 
The parents themselves can look out 
for such amusements as they may 
want.

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The Mafia Again. 

The conduct of the Mafia is again at- 
tracting the attention of the Italian 
government. 

The work of this sociéty has for five 
centuries been bane*ui ™ its effect up- 
on the Italian communities. The central 
strongho!d of the Mafia is in Sicily, 
where every other man one meets be- 
longs to the organization. Wealthy Si- 
cilians feel obliged to join the Mafia. 
When they do not their crops suddenly 
take /fire, their cattle eat something 
poisonous, are found dead or are car- 
ried away by “‘brigands” and held for a 
ransom. When a murder is traced in 
Sicily to a member of the Mafia, no 
juror dares convict the murderer. He 
knows that his life would not be worth 
a rush afterward. Similarly, the judges 
fear to condemn, the police “‘lose”’ their 
most important papers, and the lawyers 
are equally culpable. The Italian gov- 
ernment is fighting against great odds 
in attacking the Mafia. The ceremony 
of initiating a Maflosi is terrible but 
interesting. The candidate cuts his 
thumb and smears the effigy of his 
Saint with his blood. He then sets fire 
to the figure and takes the following 


oath: 

I swear on my honor to be faithful to 
the Brotherhood. As this saint and the 
drops of my biood are destroyed, so will 
all mv blood for the fraternity; 
and as these. ashes and this blood can 
1ever be restored, so can I never become 
free from the Brotherhood. 

Tle then shoots at a crucifix—to sig- 
nify his willingness to kill even his 
nearest relative if bidden by the so- 
ciety—and the ceremony is complete. 
Like all other criminal classes, the Ma- 
fiosi disguise their conversation by a 
species of argot peculiar to themselves, 
They identify strange members by 
means of a few apparently everyday 
questions, to which a set form of reply 
is given by the initiated. 

The reign of the bandit is due to the 
backbone of this society, which was 
first organized to protect the common 
people from the encroachments of the 
princelings who held the country.

That the dispensary plank ts going to be 
forced upon the democrats, the populistg 
say, is certain. The populists of Alabama 
will hold their state convention in Bir- 
mingham on Wednesday next and their 
platform will contain a plank favoring 
the dispensary movement. Samuel Adams, 
of Chilton county, will be the candidate of 
the populist party to oppose Colonel Sam. 
ford. There is hardly any doubt of Sam- 
ford’s election. The republicans will have 
no candidate and will not affillate with 
either party. But the dispensary move- 
ment will be taken up by both the dem- 
ocratic and populist candidates and it is 
not at all unlikely that when the next 
legislature meets such a movement will 
be forced to an issue. The prohibitionists 
claim that enough of the legislators 
nominated are favoring the movement 
and that when it gets Into the legislature 
it will certainly be made a law. The sa- 
loon men on the other hand, admit that 
the prospects are anything but bright to 
them and that they will not be surprised if 
a dispensary law is adopted. It is not be- 
lieved that the dispensary law, as a gen- 
eral thing, for the state can be put into 
effect until January, 1902, because the leg- 
islature will hardly pass such a law un- 
til next year and by that time many Sa- 
loon keepers will have taken out license 
and the law could hardly be made effective 
before the expiration of their licenses, 

Colonel Samford before his nomination 
in Montgomery was considered the candi- 
date favoring the dispensary movement. 
The prohibitionists when they held their 
state convention in Birmingham made 
an effort to nominate him, Rev. W, B. 
Crumpton was afterwards nominated, but 
that gentleman has declined to run and it 
ig not at all unlikely that the prohibition. 
ists will vote solidly for Mr. Samford. The 
proposed candidate of the populists is said 
to be a great church member, Many of 
the newspapers of the state affix the title 
of Rev. to his namé. Mr, Samford is a 
great church man also and it is stated 
that during his canvass before the nomi- 
nation he occupied the pulpit in one 
or two counties, making many friends 
thereby. 

The opinion as to the effect dispensaries 
will have on Birmingham and the Bir- 
mingham district in case they are put into 
effect here, are varied.

Senior Astronomer W. W. Campbell and 
Assistant Astronomer C, D. Perrine, of 
the Lick observatory on Mount Hamilton, 
Cal., arrived in Atlanta yesterday morn- 
ing from New Orleans. They are en route 


to Pike and Upson counties, where they 
Will select and establish a station for ob- 
serving the solar eclipse on May 28th. 

They will leave Atlanta this morning 
for Thomaston, near which place they 
pect to locate their observation camp. 
They have brought with them from 
California a quantity of valuable astro- 
homical apparatus, including seven pho- 
fographic telescopes of various sizes—the 
largest is forty feet in length—and four 
Photographic spectroscopes, besides many 
Minor pieces of apparatus. 

An of this apparatus was delaved in 
New Orleans by the floods in Mississippt 
and Louisiana, but is expected to arrive 
in Atlanta today, 

The astronomers expect to secure at 
least forty fine photographs of the sun 
during the eighty-five seconds {t will be 
in eclipse, if they are fortunate enough 
tohave fair weather. If the day is over- 
fast or cloudy the careful and intricate 
Work of months will be made useless. 
Astr#nhomer Campbell, who is in charge 
of the Lick observatory eclipse expedi- 
tion, is senior astronomer on the staff 
Connected with the Lick observatory. 
He ts ranked only by Director James E. 
“ogg who is in charge of the observa-

“It is not surprising that astronomers 
will travel to all parts of the wor'd to 
Observe solar eclipses. The sun is 
of the stars, very similar to thousands of 
other stars. It is the only one which is 
near enough to us to be studied in de- 
tail. The solar corona and the extreme 
edge of the sun’s disk are important por- 
tions of the sun, which as yet can be 
studied only during the total eclipses. A 
thorough knowledge of these portions is 
necessary for understanding the conditions 
existing not only in our own sun, but in all 
the stars. 

The Lick observatory, since its comple- 
tion in 1888, has sent expeditions to ob- 
serve all the total eclipses of the sun— 
to northern California in January, 1889; to 
Cayenne, South America, in December, 
1889; to Chile in 1893; to Japan in 1896; to 
India in 1898. Successful observations were 
secured at all except that in Japan, when 
the sky was completely clouded. 

“The present expedition from the Lick 
observatory is~ sent at the sexpense of 
William H. Crocker, president of the 
Crocker-Woolworth bank, San Francisco. 
It is unnecessary to say that we are anx- 
iously hoping for clear weather on the 28th 
of May. The eclipse occurs about 8 o’clock 
in the morning. The total phase will not 
be visible at Atlanta. The partial phase 
possesses no interest whatever, and those 
wishing to observe the beautiful corona 
should put themselves well inside the

MISS LAURA A. HAYGOOD, 


The Well-Known Missionary to China ofthe Methodist Church 
South, News of Whose Death Was Received Yesterday. 
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Mrs. Myra Boynton received a telegram 
yesterday announcing the death of 
sister, Miss Laura Haygood, in Shang- 
hai, China, where for a number of years 
she had lived as a missionary. 

The news of Miss Laura Haygood’s 
death will be learned with widespread 
sorrow by hundreds of devoted friends 
in this city, as well as throughout the 
entire south, who have anxiously awaited 
news of her condition since it was an- 
nounced some weeks ago that she was ill. 

For the past year Miss Haygood had 
been in rapidly declining health, but 
she remained at her post performing the 
labors that she had devoted her life to. 
Some months ago her condition rapidly 
grew worse and since that time her death 
has been expected, although everything 
possible was done to prolong her life. 

Miss Laura Haygood was a remarkable 
woman. Possessed of a strong religious 
faith and decided convictions, she was 
attracted to the missionary field and de- 
voted the best years of her life to the 
noble work of uplifting and bettering 
the condition of the women of China. 
Her lapors were crowned with remarka- 
ble success and her death will cause sor- 
row throughout the entire Chinese em- 
pire. The women and children of China 
revered her name and during her mis- 
sionary experiences she received many 
testimonials of the love in which she was 
held. 

Miss Haygood was born October lf, 
1849, and was fifty-one years old, there- 
fore, at the time of her death. When 
the Girls’ High school of this city was 
established she was one of the first teach- 
ers. Two years later she was made prin- 
cipal. She was remarkably well adapted

| prominence as one of the leading insti- 


to educational work and was largely in- 
strumental in bringing the school into 
tutions of the kind in the south. 

In 1884 the missionary fleld in China at- 
tracted her attention. She felt that her 
sphere of usefulness among the ignorant 
women of China would be greatly en- 
larged and asked that she be allowed to 
go. She was made a missionary by the 
Methodist Episcopal church south and 
since that time had devoted herself to 
field work in China, being stationed at 
Shanghai. 

She mastered the exceedingly difficult 
language, studied the needs of the peo- 
ple and adopted practical methods in ar- 
riving at desired results. It was at her 
suggestion that the McTyiere Home was 
founded, an institution that has proved 
a potent factor in uplifting the women of 
China. At the time of her death she had 
had for some time entire charge of Wo- 
man’s work for the Methodist church in 
China. 

Miss Haygood was a sister of the late 
Bishop Atticus G. Haygood, one of the 
most scholarly men in the Methodist 
church, whose death some four years ago 
caused profound sorrow. She is survived 
by a brother and sister—W. A. Haygood 
and Mrs. Myra Boynton, both of this city. 

The funeral will take place in Shang- 
hai, and the body will be laid to rest in 
the cemetery of that city.

But this he could not 
do What Juarez could not do for the 
usurper God ‘found a way to do for the 
sinner, “That He might be just°and the 
justifier.”’ 

He could not clear the guilty, but in 
His infinite wisdom and grace. He devis- 
ed a plan by which their guilt might be 
transferred to another, even to His own 
son, Jesus Christ. And so we read, "God 
was in Christ reconciling the world unto 
Himself, not imputing their trespasses 
unto them.’’ To whom, then, were these 
trespasses imputed? To Christ, ‘“‘for He 
hath made Him who knew no sin to be 
sin for us, that we might be made the 
righteousness of God in Him.’’ 

Could there be a stronger or cléarer 
enunciation of the great doctrine of sub- 
stitution—Christ taking the sinner’s place 
of guilt and condemnation that the sin- 
ner might take His place of righteous- 
ness and freedom from the condemning 
power of the law? This is often spoken 
of as one of the theories of the atone- 
ment. It is-not a theory of the atone- 
ment, it is the atonement. It is stated 
in God’s word as the great fact of the 
gospel, the center and heart of the whole. 

It was the solemn, eloquent and im- 
passioned proclamation of Christ’s death 
in the sinner’s place as the sum end 
substance of the gospel of God's grace 
that so startled and electrified the re- 
cent international gathering of Congre- 
gational ministers in the city of Boston. 
A member of that body, writing in The 
Independent, declares that in New Eng- 
land probably two-thirds of the Congre- 
gational preachers hold the _ so-called 
view of “*he atonement, accord- 
ing to which Christ’s death was not 4a 
sacrifice to satisfy Divine justice and 
reconcile us to God, but only or chiefly 
an example of patience and a display of 
God’s love, designed solely to touch the 
sinner’s heart. 

Before this great council Dr. Forsyth, 
one of the representatives of Great Bri- 
tain, declared the theory “known of old 
as that of the blood-atonement, as the 
very heart of the gospel, as the gospel 
itself. It was penal satisfaction pure and 
simple, clear and explicit. To the young 
preachers who have been influenced by 
Horace Bushnell (and who has not?) this 
came like lightning out of a clear sky. 
It was so old that it was absolutely new. 
The fervidness and eloquence of the 
speaker’s appeal aroused a tremendous 
enthusiasm, and one American preacher- 
delegate called for a hymn, “There Is a 
Fountain Filled With Blood,’”’ which we 
have not heard for years, except at Camp- 
meeting. This is:a dark picture of New 
England theology, but there is one ray of 
light in the opinion expressed by the 
writer that “it will become, in some 
sense, an epoch-making address, for it 
was one of those utterances that set mep 
to thinking and lead them to reconsidera- 
tions.”’ God grant that it may be So. 

“There be some that trouble you and 
would pervert the gospel of Christ,’’ that 
gospel whose central fact is that ‘Christ 
hath redeemed us from the curse of the 
law, being made a curse for us,’ But I 
beseech you, be not “soon removed from 
Him that called you into the grace of 
Christ unto another gospel, for though 
we or an angel from’ heaven should 
preach any other gospel unto you let kim 
be accursed!”

hey obiect to the phrase ‘elect’ in- 

nts’ and ask if there are any non-elect 
infants dying in infancy. t is a mere 
quibble and does not deserve the dignity 
of an answer. When John addressed the 
elect lady as ‘the elect sister,’ are we to 
suppose that she had a reprobate sister? 
Or when we use the exnression, ‘elect 
children of God,’ are we to suppose that 
there are reprobate children of God? 
The very absurdity of the thing Is its 
best refutation. The phrase ‘elect in- 
fants’ is correct. It was not intended 
to suggest that any infants are not elect, 
but simply to point out these facts, first, 
that all infaats are born under righteous 
condemnation; second, that-no infant has 
any claim in itself to salvation. So far 
all Christians agree. Dut, third, to show 
that the salvation of 
have ts ground in the sovereign election 
of God. 

‘Now, let us ask the opponents of elec- 
tion what they will do with those who 
die {In infancy if they are not elected? 
The anti-Calvitnists say, and we agree 
with them, that the original sin of Adam 
cleaves to every child of man and that 
thereby they are the children of wrath 
and liable to eternal damnation. hose 
are the words of John Wesley, the great 
founder of Methodism. Now then, there 
are Millions of such believers dying. in 
both Christian and heathen lands. What 
will you do with them? Will you people 
the realms of glory with the reprobates”? 
Will you have God gather into His king- 
dom the non-elect? Could heaven itself 
be aught but hell to the unregenerate 
soul?

contains. Nitrate of soda is also useful, 
and by using kainit and nitrate of soda 
as a top dressing, for the potash and ni- 
trogen elements in fertilizers, much more 
freedom from cut worms will follow. 

In many cases it is quite practicable to 
kill the larvae by the use of some form 
of poisoned bait. Some green plants, as 
cabbage or clover, is poisoned by dipping 
it into a mixture of water and paris green, 
and this poisoned bait should then be 
distributed here and there in the fleld a few 
days before the plants are to be set out. 
The hungry cut-worms finding this bait 
will gorge themselves and many of them 
will be Killed. A bait of bran has also 
been extensively used of late years. This 
is made by mixing one pound of paris 
green thoroughly with from fifty to seven- 
ty-five pounds of bran. In many cases it 
has been used with success in the dry 
condition, by simply drilling it between 
the rows of plants suffering from cut- 
worms. This mixture more usually, how- 
ever, is moistened with water, which has 
previously been sweetened with sirup. 
The bran should not be thoroughly wet, 
but only moistened enough to make it 
stick together well. Small quantities of 
this bait are then distributed, or drilled, 
along in the field, or a small circle is 
drilled around each plant. Many claim 
that cut-worms prefer this bait to green 
vegetation. 


HARLEQUIN BUG—LINCOLN BUG 
(MURGANTIA HISTRIONICA.) 
Although this is one of the most com- 
mon of garden pests, and to many its 
habits and treatment are well known, yet 
the not infrequent :nquiry made concern- 
ing it warrants the present brief men- 

tion. 

Lincoln bugs make their appearance 
quite early in the spring, coming out from 
their winter quarters as early as the 
weather will permit. Great preference 
is shown for plants of the Cruciferae, or 
mustard famii~ and their first food in 
the spring is usually some one of the spe- 
cies of this fam.uy. In the vicinity of the 
purse, capsella 
bursa-pastoris, being our earliest crucif- 
erous plant, is attacked. As soon as gar- 
den crops, as cabbage, turnips, and rad- 
ishes are of any size, the bugs leave

DESCRIPTION. 

The Eggs—The eggs of the Lincoln bug 
are quite pretty, much resembling minia- 
ture barrels.
